to the stage. I recognised the guitarists but from the photos i'd seen,the singer 
has spiked hair and a raggy T-shirt.Well now it was down te denims,a bullet belt 
and long crimped hair.I feared the worst.Their 12"EP was a high energy thrashorama 
type affair,OK it had the trendy metal edges but not so to distract you. Tonight 
the pace was slower and the metal edges had spread a bit. I wasn't too upset as 
the stuff was still good, but the singer, well she was down to Iron Maiden style 
headbanging only, and the others, though competent musicians,were somewhat static 
too. Not too many surprises tonight 1 thought, but still an anti-climax. 

Next it was a Conflict gig,same place,7 days later.tThere would be loads there, 
so I was pretty enthusiastic,and I wanted to see Scotland's prolific Oi Polloi 
pretty much too.They started the night off,and never let us down.Not the easiast 
band to listen to on record,but a great shout-along-the-choruses band while ju- 
mping about a lot for definate.ihere was lots of enthusiasm and committment i'm 
sure among this bunch,and so they become 4 really good band without needing any 
intricate song structures at all. anyway, they were cut off without encores at 
the end which the crowd weren't too pleased about, so the next band City Indians 
didn't have the best atmosphere.
